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1. Subject, boro 11 Novaaber 1912, In ^akoaarie, Western Ukraine, 
became a raeober o f the Ukrainian Military Organisation (UVO) In 1928, 

and upon reorganisation of the latter group, entered into the Organisation 
of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUK) In 1929*. He became an Instructor of an 
illegal underground youth section of the OUN in January 193b, and upon 
arrest of many of the leaders of the OUN homeland executive committee in 
November 193b, Subject was given duties as Organisational Referent, lb 
193$, “Subject became publisher of a nationalistic, anti-Bolshevik newspaper 
of the OUN and was arrested by the Polish government in September 1935 
and inpri soned for three months. He ms again arrested In July 1937 by 
the Polish government and was released in Sejbeaber 1939 upon outbreak of 
the German-Polish war. 

2. Upon direction of OOT officials. Subject agreed, in November 1939* 
to become a member of tire Oerman counterintelligence service. Until April 
191*5, Subject served, on a regular and part-time basis, with various 
sections of the German intelligence service and was awarded several 
decorations for his successes in counterintelligence operations directed 
against the USSR. 

3. Subject, who had earlier studied at a theological school, was 
ordained during the latter part of 19bb. From September 19b5 to April 1957, 
he was enployed as an instructor in a private Ukrainian gymnasium at Salzburg, 
teaching courses in the Bible and in Latin, and also served as representative 
of the Anti-Sola hevik Block of Nations ( ABN) in Salsburg, and the Tyrol* 

Since April 19b7, Subject has been residing in ttmloh, where he has held 

the post of Chancellor of the Holy Autocephalio Church of Poland in Germany. 
He was chief of the Security Service (SB) of the Foreign Section of the 
Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists led by Stefan BANDERA (ZCh/OUN or 
OUN/B) until August 19b8 when he left this organization end concentrated 
his intelligence efforts for KUBARK.

1* Background * General i AECAPELIN-1, now under Munich Operations 
Base central, is a quaDHeStT eapable, professional CS informant who has 
been used by KUBARK In Austria and Germany since 19li7, and who has previously 
indicated willingness to leave Qermany for personal reasons and because 
of an increasingly tight operational situation* For these reasons and due 
to his having circulated among the same unwitting informants for a long 
period of tiro. Headquarters was also interested in investigating his 
transfer, but negotiations were deferred* 

2. Background - Intel llg^oet AECAPKLDW. is a Ukrainian of middle 
age who has" torn employed by KuSfi& as an Informant since 19U7* He has 
been active in intelligence since the 1920's and is extremely capable in 
discreetly obtaining information from a wide variety of sources* As a 
non-party man, he has earned the confidence and confidences of a variety 
of Ukrainian political leaders* He has also supplied KUBARK with countexw 
in telli gen ce/ :oun torosp ion age information, as well as positive intelligence 
on overt and covert activities of Ukrainian, Polish, Soviet and Oerman 
political, social, welfare and pora-ndlitaiy emigre groups in Germany and 
in other countries of Western Europe* He has also provided name traces, 
character studies, etc*, concerning certain former Iron Curtain personali- 
ties who are now In Western Europe* It has often been said of A3CAP2LIN-1 
that he possesses the requirements of the natural, ° ideal agetif* In 
view of his experiences, natural inclinations and pro-American orientation, 
working for the Americans is the logical course for him to follow* He is 
willing to report on the emigration in the belief that he can help to 
uncover Soviet penetrations and to bring about a unification of the various 
emigre political camps* 

3* Motivation t Subject is anti-Soviet and against Russian imperialism, 
and he also opposes the Soviet regime on religious grounds* He would like 
to see a free, independent Ukraine*

of mind - quite capable of playing the alleged role* Incidentally, Subject 
previously delayed his emigration (via IR0 sponsorship) to the United States

Should his emigration to the United States materialise, he would like to con- 
tinue working with AIS. Subject's language qualifications include Ukrainian,
